CHAPTER 4. 

DUTIES 01' STATE PRINTER AND STATE BINDER. 

S. F. 44. 

AN ACT to amend section [s] one hundred eighteen (118) , and one hundred nineteen (119) 
of the code, defining the duties of state printer and state binder. 

Be it etUlCtea by the General, A88mWl;g of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION I. Printing and binding-how delivered. That section one 
hundred and eiRhteen (I IS) of the code be, and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows, viz: 

.. The state printer shall promptly deliver to the state binder the printed 
sheets of laws, Journals, and other publications, as the work progresses, as well 
as all other work requiring stitching, or binding, and the state binder shall, 
upon the completion of the work as required, deliver to the secretary of the 
st9.te, at the document room, all documents. journals, reports, official registers, 
laws, and all other publications which the secretary of state is, or may here· 
aftt"r be required, by law, to dis~ribute. taking his duplicate receipt for the 
same, one copy of which shall be delivered to the secretary of the executive 
council, who shall give the printer credit for the paper necessarily used in the 
manufacture of said publication; and it is the duty of the secretary of state 
to see that the proper number of copies is so delivered. All other 
printing shall be promptly delivered to the secretary of the executive 
council. at the supply department, by the state printer and state binder. 
The state printer shall make certificate to the secretaC'y of the executive 
council, of the papet necessarily used in the printing of each and every 
job or publication upon the presentation of the same. and after delivery of the 
work, the secretary of the executive council shall credit the state printer with 
the paper necessarily so used." 

SEC. 2. Printing-how ordered and delivered. That section one hundred 
and nineteen (119) of the code be amended by 'Stnking out the words "secre­
tary of state" in the third, fifth and ending of the sixth, and beginning of 
seventh lines of said section, inserting in lieu thereof the words "secretary of 
the executive council".

CHAPTER 5. 
RELATING TO PRINTING AND BINDING. 

S. F. 194. 

A.~ ACT to amend section one hundred and twenty (120) of the code, relating to printing 
and binding. 

Be it enacua by the General A8IWI1I1Jly of the State of IO'Wa: 

SECTION I. Secretary of state to certify work and cost to various 
departments. That section one hundred and twenty (120) of the code be 
amended by adding thereto the following words: 

.. The secretary of state shall certify quarterly to each state department, 
board or commission the character of the printing and bindin~ ordered and 
completed during that quarter for such department. board or commission, giv­
ing the amounts paid therefor to the state printer for composition, press 
work and stock, and to the state binder for binding and extras; which certifi· 
cate shall be official notice to such department, board or commission of its 
expenditures for printing and binding, and shall be used by such department, 
board or commission in preparing the biennial report of expenditures to the 
executive council in accordance with the provisions of chapter six (6) of the 
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
